The pennant was presented to the 
county for its achievement in the 
collection of scrap this fall.

"A year ago today the United 
States wa* attacked; everyone wa* 
stunned, shocked and a little fright­ 
ened, not realizing of course until 
, today the full import of the disaster 
—the Dunkirk of America 
His­ 
torians say that Gettysburg was the 
turning point of the Civil War 
They will say that the Germans did 
not know the English were used up 
at Dunkirk. Certainly, because the 
Japs did not know the full damage 
to our fleet a year ago. Gettysburg 
and Pearl Harbor become analogous 
'The war Is not over by a great deal 
and we have much to do.”

Bal­ 
timore Sun says today that the 
average temperature in federal of­ 
fice buildings in Washington was in 
execs* of 76 degrees, eight degrees 
higher than the basic temperature

The newspaper said the average 
was determined by “a check of 
buildings in widely scattered sec­ 
tions of the capital” with two “care­ 
fully calibrated thermometers from 
the Bureau of Standards, Baltimore 
city.” 
The Sun listed temperatures in 
various offices, among them 77 de­ 
grees in the office of the appoint­ 
ment secretary to Harold L. Ickes, 
solid fuels coordinator and 76 de­ 
grees in the office of the secretary 
to Leon Henderson, director of the 
Office of Price Administration. 
Other readings varied from 74 to 
78 degrees. 
Brig. Gen. Philip B 
Fleming, 
Federal Works Administrator, on 
Oct. 9 ordered that federal buildings 
were not to be heated beyond 68
